Alfred Emerson 

is a student of European history. His graduate work 
in classical philology and archaeology was carried on at 
the University of Munich. Later he was lecturer in 
these subjects at Johns Hopkins and at the American 
School of Classical Studies at Athens. 

Major-General W. H. Carter, U.S. A., 

is a well-known military authority, and until his retire- 
ment, in 1915, a member of the General Staff. Since the 
declaration of war he has been assigned to active duty 
as the head of the Department of the Lakes at Chicago. 
The acts of Congress which made the construction of 
the army what it is today were drafted by him. 

William S. Culbertson 

was appointed by the President a member of the 
United States Tariff Commission in March, 1917. He 
had previously served as a Member of the Federal Trade 
Commission and wrote that Commission's report on trade 
and tariffs in South America, where he had made an ex- 
tended investigation. Mr. Culbertson is the author of a 
volume on Alexander Hamilton.
